Two members of the 
interim Board of Direc¬ 
tors, Brandy Moore and 
Marvin Jones (interim 
Vice President of SOHR), 
engaged in a two-hqur 
question/answer session 
with the B.A.R. investi¬ 
gating reporters. 

SOHR (Save Our Human 


Rights) Foundation de¬ 
scribes itself as a Cali¬ 
fornia non-profit organi¬ 
zation established for 
scientific, charitable, 
literary and educational 
purposes with respect to 
human rights, human be¬ 
havior, and interpersonal 
relationships. The organi¬ 
zation was formed on the 
stormy days following the 
repeal of the Dade County 
Ordinance. Most of the 
men and women who came 
forth had no previous ex- 

? erience in Gay organiza- 
ions.

In the weeks and 
months following Miami, 
SOHR enjoyed unprece¬ 
dented success in holding 
benefits and raising funds. 
Money poured into its 
treasury at a rate and size 
which no previous or 
existing Gay organization 
had ever experienced. 
And then SOHR f s troubles 
began. 

Existing groups and old- 
time local fund raisers 
complained that money 
was going to SOHR which 
should have gone to them. 
(Should have gone to them 
by some sort of right of 
eminent domain.) From 
pique, the mood darkened 
to envy and the attempt 
to sabotage SOHR has not 
abated. 

The first question put 
to the spokesmen was, "Is 
there any substance to the 
most recent charges lev¬ 
eled at your organiza¬ 
tion?" An emphatic re¬ 
sponse from Doth men 
was, "None whatsoever!" 
Said Brandy Moore, "I 
think that SOHR's 
troubles are being in¬ 
vented for them. We have 
nothing to hide; we are 
cheating no one.' 

The B.A.R. team went 
point by point through a 
recent critical article on 
SOHR's involvement with 
a Sunday, Sept. 18, bene¬ 
fit in the Hollywood Bowl 
produced by Aaron Russo. 
Item after item was re¬ 
sponded to as "Not true; 
not true." 



Said Director Marvin 
Jones, "I find it hard to 
understand why a Gay 
newspaper - so pledged to 
human rights - is using the 
same tactics as Senator 
Briggs in the absence of 
facts. Innuendo and false 
witness. . ." Added Direc¬ 
tor Brandy Moore, "In no 
way are we a foundering 
organization - for so 
young a group, we have 
progressed further and 
faster them any other Gay 
organization in the history 
of San Francisco." 

According to Moore and 
Jones, a team of seven 
(including three attorneys) 
concluded the negoti¬ 
ations with Russo's group. 
The $12,500 seed money 
was put up by two private 
San Francisco donors who 
(joined by their attorneys) 
met in Los Angeles with 
the promoters of the 
Hollywood Bowl Concert. 
A budget was agreed upon 
and a contract signed. 
The SOHR directors are 
confident that the Bowl 
Concert starring Bette 
Midler, Richard Pryor and 
Lily Tomlin will be a 
great success. Said Jones, 

, "At this point we have 
absolutely no reason to 
suspect the motives of 
anyone involved and are 
at a loss why anyone else 
would . . . except sour 
grapes or sheer mischief¬ 
making." 

Concluded Moore, "We 
will continue to believe in 
human rights, and people 
should continue to have 
faith in us. We are 
honest, forthright, out in 
the open - something 
more than we can say of 
our critics." 

Having quizzed the pair 
extensively and exhaus¬ 
tively, the B.A.R. team 
left SOHR headquarters 
believing that the new 
rights organization oper¬ 
ated above-board and did 
not deserve the mud being 
hurled its way. That 
SOHR was entitled to a 
clean bill of health until 
the detractors came up 
with proof. That SOHR 
was entitled to a forum to 
air its position which is 
essentially what we have 
given them in this space. 

Stokes Resigns: 

David Scott 
to Appeals Board 

David R. Scott, Gay San 
Francisco realtor, has 
been appointed to the 
Board of Permit Appeals 
by Mayor Moscone. 

Scott, 42, a resident of 
the Upper Market/Twin 
Peaks neighborhood, will 
fill the seat vacated by 
Rick Stokes who filled the 
seat vacated by Harvey 
Milk. 

Scott, who is an author¬ 
ity in planning and urban 
renewal, was bom in 
Westchester, Pa., and is a 
graduate in Economics of 
Penn State University. 
He did graduate work at 
George Washington Uni- 
* versify and the University 
of California, specializing 
in real estate finance ana 
investment. 

Scott has lived in San 
Francisco since I960. 
From 1968 to 1972 he 
served as Assistant Vice 
President for Real Estate 
Loan Administration for

the Bank of California. 
He is a member of the 
Executive Committee of 
the San Francisco Realty 
Board and the group's cur¬ 
rent vice president. 

Scott told the B.A.R. 
that knowing a vacancy 
would soon occur on the 
Board of Permit Appeals, 
he wrote to Mayor Mos¬ 
cone, listed his creden¬ 
tials and applied for the 
post. He received backing 
from former Commission¬ 
er Claire Pilcher and Rick 
Stokes. Scott also se¬ 
cured endorsements from 
John Jacobs, Executive 
Director of SPUR (S.F. 
Planning and Urban Re¬ 
newal), and Janette 
Soanseon, Chairperson of 
the S.F. Housing Abate¬ 
ment Appeals Board. Jim 
Foster, founder of Toklas 
Democratic Club, and 
John Schmidt, president 
of the Golden Gate Busi¬ 
ness Ass'n, also backed 
Scott's application. 

The letters and en¬ 
dorsements were followed 
by a hi hour private in¬ 
terview with Mayor 
Moscone. Scott said that 
the Mayor repeatedly 
asked if he was an up¬ 
front Gay, and Scott re¬ 
peatedly answered in the 
affirmative. 

Scott maintains the 5- 
member Board of Permit 
Appeals is "the third most 
important part of City 
government. It is the 
court of last resort for all 
the Municipal Depart¬ 
ments and can overrule 
anyone. The Permit Ap¬ 
peals Board deals primari¬ 
ly with planning and 
zoning matters. The com¬ 
pliance or non-compliance 
with city codes. It works 
with the Police, Fire, 
Building and Health De¬ 
partments. It must be 
knowledgeable of building 
codes: plumbing, electri¬ 
cal, safety regulations. 
The board must be cogni¬ 
zant of up-zoning and 
down-zoning, when to 
grant variances, when to 
sanction the loss of 
licenses and permits, and 
when to crack down on 
violations. So, too, the 
Board must monitor over- 
zealous and irrational 
municipal commissions 
and city inspectors and 

E rotect the rights of 
arassed citizens and tax¬ 
payers. 

If nothing else, David 
Scott comes well qualified 
for the Board of Permit 
Appeals - perhaps more so 
than any of his Gay prede¬ 
cessors.

The Alice B. Toklas 
Democratic Club met 
Monday night at Trinity 
Place to endorse candi¬ 
dates for Supervisor in all 
11 Districts, and it turned 
out to be quite a night. 
More than 300 members, 
guests, and various candi¬ 
dates jammed the popular 
downtown restaurant, and 
the politicking was hot 


and heavy. 

Most candidates had ap- 

§ eared at Toklas' candi- 
ates day on Sunday at 
Sanchez School and none 
were allowed to address 
the Monday night meeting 
unless they happened to 
be members. However, 60 
different members were 
allowed to address the 
meeting for one minute in 
support of various candi¬ 
dates. On the first ballot 
taken, Alice members en¬ 
dorsed Gordon Lau in 
District 1; Carl Mezey in 
2; Carol Ruth Silver in 6, 
Cathe Smeland in 7; 
Michael Nolan in 9> and

Jesse Tepper in 11, in 
addition to a "no endorse¬ 
ment" vote in District 10 
where Quentin Kopp is 
running unopposed. On a 
second ballot, Toklas 
voted to endorse no candi¬ 
dates in Districts 3, 4, 5 
and 8. 

The one big surprise of 
the evening was the re¬ 
fusal to endorse a candi¬ 
date in District 5, where 
two well-known Gays are 
running (Harvey Milk and 
Rick Stokes). The failure 
to endorse in District 5 
was widely interpreted as 
a setback for the Stokes 
forces, since most of the 
Club's leadership was sup¬ 
porting him. Milk sup- 

S orters were jubilant over 
enying Stokes the en¬ 
dorsement. Stokes is a 
long-time member of 
Alice and Milk is not a 
member. One of Milk's 
managers admitted after 
the vote that the Milk 
camp had until a week ago 
assumed that the Club's 
endorsement of Stokes 
was a foregone conclu¬ 
sion, especially since 
there were reports that 
the Stokes people had 
signed up many new mem¬ 
bers this summer. How¬ 
ever, several weeks ago 
the Milk camp began to 
get reports that Stokes' 
support was not all that 
solid and decided to try to 
stop the Club's endorse¬ 
ment of Stokes. Milk said 
after the vote, "The vote 
speaks well for the inde¬ 
pendence of the Alice 
members, especially those 
newer members." Milk's 
people realized they had 
no chance for endorse¬ 
ment of their candidate 
and were delighted to 
keep the endorsement 
from Stokes, feeling that 
the failure of Stokes' own 
club to endorse him had to 
be at least a psychological 


defeat. 

Many felt that the big¬ 
gest loser in the endorse¬ 
ment fight in District 5 
was Toklas founder Jim 
Foster, a strong backer of 
Stokes. As one young 
member wearing a Stokes 
button commented bitter¬ 
ly after the second vote 
was announced, "Foster 
has shown again that he 
can't deliver- an obvious 
reference to a report that 
Foster reportedly assured 
both Stokes and John 
Molinari they would get 
the Club's endorsement. 

In District 3, newcomer 
John Keker, popular with 
many Alice members, re¬ 
ceived enough votes to 
keep the endorsement 
from incumbent Super¬ 
visor John Molinari. 

Keker supporters made no 
secret of their delight. In 
District 4, Alice members oOfir OyTODOSllini 
split among Barry King, J r 

who received the most 
votes, BART Director Ella 
Hill Hutch and stock¬ 
broker Paul Denning. 

None had enough votes for 
an endorsement. 


Supervisorial District. 
This is the first time that 
that club has supported 
Milk. In Harvey's race for 
the State Assembly last 
year, the Minutemen 
strongly supported his op¬ 
ponent. 

Alice B. Toklas Demo¬ 
cratic Club made no en¬ 
dorsement in the 5th 
District. A strong floor 
fight by supporters of 
Rick Stokes, one of the 
club's founding members, 
was not enough to garner 
his club's endorsement. 
The surprise "no" vote 
from Alice, which has 
never supported Milk in 
any of his races for public 
ioffice, came as a shock to 
many members, as the 
club usually endorses one 
of its own members. 


In other business Mon¬ 
day night, the Club post¬ 
poned a vote to change 
the club's name. Probably 
the only thing that all in 
attendance agreed on was 
the warm welcome given 
to Dade County Commis¬ 
sioner Ruth Snack, who 
introduced the Gay rights 
ordinance in Miami last 
Spring.

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Boston Poll Backs 
Gay Teachers 

Bostonians appear to be 
more liberal than the rest 
of the nation on the sub¬ 
ject of Gay teachers, a 
poll commissioned for 
WBZ-TV's Gay Impact 
Week has revealed. The 
poll of 300 people showed 
that 45% ot those ques¬ 
tioned would accept Gay 
teachers in the schools 
while 30% objected to the 
idea. 14% put forth cer¬ 
tain qualifications to 
presence of Gays as 
teachers while another 
11% said that they were 
unsure. 

The survey by Decision 
Research Corporation 
reached different conclu¬ 
sions on attitudes towards 
Gay teachers than did the 
recent nationwide Harris 
and Gallup Polls. The 
Gallup Poll had indicated 
that 65% of those ques¬ 
tioned objected to Gay 
teachers while only 27% 
approved. The Harris Poll 
showed 55% opposed to 
Gay teachers. 

The WBZ survey did re¬ 
flect both the Harris and 
Gallup Polls in that 58% 
of Boston area residents 
agreed that there should 
be legislation protecting 
the rights of homosexuals 
in employment and hous¬ 
ing. 30% opposed such 
legislation, while 12% 
were unsure. The Gallup 
Poll showed a 56-33% 
margin of support for Gay 
civil rights legislation, 
while Harris showed 54% 
in favor of anti-discrimi¬ 
nation measures. 


In the Boston poll, 68% 
of women supported such 
legislation, while 69% of 
"people who knew Gays" 
also registered in favor. 

The local poll showed: 
43% of those surveyed be¬ 
lieved that Gays were dis¬ 
criminated against in 
housing and employment 
while another 24% did not 
believe so. However, 
those unsure of Gay dis¬ 
crimination were an un¬ 
usually high 33%. 

In a question about atti¬ 
tudes towards Gay people, 
45% expressed the belief 
that homosexuality was a 
person's "own business." 
23% expressed "strongly 
negative 1 ' reactions 

towards Gay people, while 
15% indicated that they 
"didn’t care." 7% said 
homosexuality was "OK 
unless homosexuals 

bothered me," while 6% 
said that Gays were "sick" 
but should have rights 
nevertheless. Only 3% of 
those questioned ex¬ 
pressed strong "pro-Gay" 
feelings. 

44% of the people ques¬ 
tioned answered that they 
"knew Gay people" while 
52% said they did not 
know any homosexuals. 
Another 4% were unsure.

The residents of San Francisco feel 
deeply the need for a new kind of repre¬ 
sentation in city government. It was this 
feeling that brought about district elec¬ 
tions. Bob Hagen is a new kind of poli¬ 
tician.

Hagen Solution: “We need to readjust the 
property tax burden away from the small 
homeowner and businessman to the big 
business interests who should be paying 
their fair share. A tax credit is needed for 
someone who buys a home and lives in it 
and a real estate tax should be placed on 
speculation.’’ 

*City Problem: Districts have little to say 
about where federal revenues go. 

Hagen Solution: “I want to allocate 
monies to groups like the Castro, Eureka, 
and Noe Valley Merchants Association to 
give them a direct hand in improving the 
unemployment rates of their district.” 

*City Problem: Sexually-Oriented Discrim¬ 
ination. 

Hagen Solution: “I want a charter amend¬ 
ment whereby ho licensed business 
operating in the city of San Francisco may 
discriminate against sexual orientation. 
The Human Rights Commission should be 
made a regulatory commission, rather 
than just an advisory, with the powers to 
enforce the charter amendment.”

The judge also granted 
the plaintiffs a permanent 
injunction against the 
City of Houston prohibit¬ 
ing the city from enforc¬ 
ing the ordinance. This, 
in effect, eliminates the 
ordinance. 

The plaintiffs had also 
alleged in their suit that 
City Council, the mayor, 
the police chief and the 
city attorney conspired to 
enact an illegal ordinance. 
Sterling separated the 
charge of conspiracy from 
the constitutional ques¬ 
tion and announced that 
he would entertain the 
conspiracy question at a 
later date. 

During an after-court 
press conference outside 
the courtroom, City 
Councilman Larry 

McKaskle told the media 
that he felt the ruling 
would be appealed by the 


city. While he was saying 
this, King was in the 
background shaking his 
head in a negative 
fashion. King would not 
comment on whether he 
thought the ordinance was 
constitutional or not, even 
though he had to defend it 
' in court for the city. 

After the hearing, 
Houston Human Rights 
League Executive Direc¬ 
tor Ray Hill, a long-time 
local Gay activist, told 
The Star, "McKaskle and 
the city can't appeal the 
ruling. There is nothing 
to appeal. It has been 
ruledf unconstitutional. 
There is nothing whatso¬ 
ever left to appeal. The 
judge ruled it unconstitu¬ 
tional on the face of it, in 
its scope, in its applica¬ 
tion ana on the basis of its 
vagueness."

THE RACE IN DISTRICT 
4 

With 129 confirmed 
candidates running for 
Supervisor in 11 Districts, 
it is impossible to cover 
them all before the elec¬ 
tion. We will pay special 
attention in the next few 
weeks to those Districts 
that have strong Gay can¬ 
didates or have candidates 
that are friends of the 
Gay community. 

One of the Districts 
that has a chance of 
electing an up-front Gay 
this year is the Fourtn 
(the Western Addition, 
Civic Center and a part of 
Polk Gulch). It is not 
known how many Gay 
voters live in District 4, 
but the "Gay vote" in that 
District is important to 
any candidate expecting 
to win. The population in 
District 4 is roughly 
67,000 people with only 
26,000 registered voters. 
The racial makeup of the 
District is 42% white, 
42% black, with the re¬ 
mainder split between 
people of Latino, Chinese, 
Filipino and Japanese de¬ 
scent. District 4 was 
once thought to be a 
"safe" district for those 
hoping to elect a black 
Supervisor. However, 
with two strong black 


candidates (Arnold Town¬ 
send and Ella Hill Hutch) 
plus a third with some 
name recognition, Mel 
Haynes, the chances of 
electing a black have 
lessened. Both Hutch and 
Townsend have important 
support in the Gay com¬ 
munity and both have 
well-known Gays working 
for their campaigns. 
Claude Wynne, a respect¬ 
ed Gay community organ¬ 
izer is supporting 
Townsend, while Jim 
Rivaldo, the President of 
the Mint Hill/Haight- 
Fillmore Neighborhood 
Ass'n is supporting Hutch. 

The up-front Gay candi¬ 
date in the District is 
Barry King, a housing 
specialist who lives in the 
Tenderloin and got an 
early start in his cam¬ 
paign. King was the first 
candidate in the city to 
declare this year, ana his 
campaign appears to be 
highly organized, well 
financed, and now that 
Dorothy van Beroldingen 
has dropped out of the 
race, King has a good 
chance to win. King cam¬ 
paigns hard, has picked up 
important support of 
many Gay leaders, and 
could benefit from the 
split of the black vote.

• For months we have 
been hearing about the 
Gay community's political 
clout.

The Coors 
people may have never 
given one penny to the 
Anita Bryant or anti-ERA 
groups but they have 
given their money (and 
lots of it) to groups that 
in turn send the money on 
to anti-ERA and anti-Gay 
causes. They fund ex¬ 
treme right-wing causes. 
It may not quite be the 
same as "laundering" their 
money, but it ends with 
profits from Coors fight¬ 
ing against women and 
Gay rights. I doubt if Joe 
or Bill Coors could pass 
their own lie detector 
tests. 

In San Francisco there 
are around 80,000 Gay 
people. If each person 
drank just one bottle of 
beer per day, that would 
add up to close to 30 
million bottles per year! 
That could mean as much 
as 30 million bottles drunk 
and not one with the 
Coors label on it, or it 
could mean 30 million 


bottles of a local brewery. 
The impact could be in¬ 
credible! Spread it to all 
Gays in the state, and we 
are now in the neighbor¬ 
hood of some 350 million 
bottles per year. That is 
enough to hurt or make 
any one company. 

THE BOYCOTT WORKS 

Coors knows the results 
only too well. Without 
even having a solid boy¬ 
cott statewide, Coors 
(according to the financial 
editor of the S.F. 
CHRONICLE) has dropped 
from its long-time domi¬ 
nance into second place 
for the past two months 
(Bud has become the num¬ 
ber one seller). The 
company has now gone on 
a large advertising spree 
to "explain" itself and to 
improve its image. The 
company could do that 
without spending one 
cent! Just change its 
hiring and advancement 
policies and drop its lie 
detector tests. In fact, 
they would be saving 
money by doing the latter.

If Gay people across the 
nation got behind buying 
or not buying ANY prod¬ 
uct, it woula make a dif¬ 
ference. Enough so that 
almost any major corpora¬ 
tion would have to be¬ 
come concerned about 
their attitudes towards 
Gays and that impact 
could carry over to legis¬ 
lation. 

EXAMPLE: Mythical - 
if every Gay person who 
was going to buy a new 
car this year bought (for 
argument s sake) only the 
products of American 
Motors, that company 
would surpass Chrysler in 
sales. Even the White 
House would understand 
that impact. If Gay 
economic power is 
directed correctly. it 
could play the role to 
changing laws as fast as 
the courts and ballot box. 

EXAMPLE: Real - the 
boycott against Florida 
orange juice. It is not 
strong enough at this 
time. Every Gay person 
should understand that the 
Florida Citrus Commis¬ 
sion has great control 
over state legislation. 
They are part of the 
blame for Florida voting 
against the ERA and pass¬ 
ing anti-Gay legislation. 
The governor came out 
against Gay rights. If 
every Gay person in the

message fast. lhey 
would then probably pass 
on their concern to the 
Florida Citrus Commis¬ 
sion and the Florida legis¬ 
lators. The governor of 
Florida woula find out 
that his anti-Gay position 
is costing the state a lot 
of economic growth. 

THE PROBLEM 

The fly in the oint¬ 
ment? Apathy. Those 
who feel tnat their ONE 
can of Coors won't make 
the difference. Those 
who know that the profits 
go to causes against Gay 
rights. Those in the Gay 
community who want to 
be leaders and remain 
silent. Those Gay papers 
who, because of advertis¬ 
ing revenue, will not take 
leadership positions (and, 
in fact, will fight against 
the Gay movement be¬ 
cause of their own 
profits). Instead of show¬ 
ing the Gay national com¬ 
munity how to use their 
economic power to the 
advantage of all Gay 
people, they sell out.

PART V: “DEVIATE SEX” QUESTION ASKED 

JOE COORS > POLITICS KILL GAY RIGHTS 

BY GEORGE MENDENHALL 

Earlier in this never-ending series about the 
Coors brewers, this reporter wrote that he had been 
unable to discover direct evidence that the Coors 
Company actually inquired into a person’s sex life. 
Ken DeBey, Business Representative of the striking 
Brewery Workers #366, now tells this reporter that 
when it was discovered he was a single person when 
applying at Coors, he was asked directly: "Have you 
ever had any deviate sexual relationships?" That 
was during the infamous Coors* polygraph (lie de¬ 
tector) test that all prospective employees take 
while being processed. He said that it was an 
obvious attempt by Coors to discover if he was a 
homosexual. 

DeBey also revealed, during my recent visit to 
the union offices at Golden, Colorado, that Coors 
continues to inquire into the personal habits of 
employees without regard to their privacy. He was 
supported by the daily ROCKY MOUNTAIN NEWS 
(Denver’s largest daily) when it editorialized: "The 
crux (of the strike) is the polygraph. The attitude of 
Coors management is symbolized oy its insistence on 
using these lie detecting machines in dealing with 
employees ... A lie detector carries only one

message to an employee: It says the company does 
not trust an employee’s word. It is a personal 
insult." 

The NEWS adds, "Coors is treading heavily into 
privacy and Fifth Amendment rights under the 
Constitution. The lie detector overshadows other 
issues like the company's desire to eliminate senior¬ 
ity in assigning work shifts and lower differentials - 
bonus payments - that go to those working less 
desirable shifts." 

Coors real aim is to continue endless negoti¬ 
ations, while bankrupting the striking union. The 
NEWS explains, "The unions are vulnerable. They 
can be busted by companies that negotiate but don’t 
sign ... For the good of all concerned, it is time to 
stop this nonsense about lie detectors, time to settle 
other leftover issues and hope that somehow things 
can be patched together again. The first move is up 
to Coors. It is strange to see a company like that - 
with so much going for it - ignore common sense." 
(This is from one of the most respected Scripps- 
Howard newspapers in the country.) 

The recent upsurge of interest in the continuing 
Coors boycott has brought an inquisitive editorial in 
the ADVOCATE newspaper. Readers of this contin¬ 
uing series and this writer will be interested in 
reading what publisher David Goodstein has dis¬ 
covered about the Coors empire. Goodstein has 
apparently met .the brother of President Joe Coors, 
Bill, and talked with union boycott workers in Los 
Angeles. In the interest of discovering the truth, 
this writer eagerly awaits future ADVOCATE infor¬ 
mation on Coors. 

The personal politics of Joe Coors, his relatives, 
and Coors Company executives are no longer "per¬ 
sonal" when they affect the welfare of millions. The 
use of millions (estimated by the Washington Post) 
by Joe Coors to influence voters to support extreme 
conservatives now affects Gay people directly. The 
committee has already harmed the Gay rights 
movement. Although Joe Coors may rightly claim 
that he has made no public statement on Gay rights, 
his support of the ultra-Right Committee for the 
Survival of a Free Congress has had the effect of 
being blatantly anti-Gay. 

When the House vote was concluded, 78 out of 
the 133 .who supported Gay rights were those listed 
as radicals" by the Coors-supported committee. 
Most of the others are considered "liberals." Almost 
-all are listed as legislators which the committee 
marks for defeat in future elections. To this end, 
Coors will be encouraging the public to contribute 
money and effort. He willbe making his own sizable 
contribution, it is logical to assume. (Only 7 
considered radical" by the committee voted for 
McDonald s amendment.) 

(( To those who do not believe being rated as a 
conservative" by the committee is important to 
Gay people, this startling fact was revealed: al¬ 
though the ratings by the committee are based on a 
legislator s foreign, economic and social-issue votes 
as a whole, not one legislator ranked as "conserva¬ 
tive" supported the Gay rights position. These are 
the conservatives that Joe Coors’ clam want to see 
re-elected. 

Most of California's legislators are ranked as 
radical. This includes Phil Burton, John Burton. 
Ron Dellums, Norman Mineta and Fortney Stark - all 
of whom opposed eliminating Gays from the legal 
aid program ...

Senate Passes 
Transexuals 
ID Change 


SACRAMENTO - By 21-3, 
the Senate voted Sept. 12 
to permit transsexuals to 
obtain new birth certifi¬ 
cates reflecting their 
changed gender. 

The bill, sponsored by 
Assemblyman Willie 

Brown (Dem - S.F.) was 
returned to the Assembly 
(where it passed earlier, 
41 to 30) for a review of 
technical amendments. 

Senator Milton Marks 
(Rep - S.F.) who carried 
the measure on the Senate 
floor, said it would bene¬ 
fit only about 100 persons 
in California. 


Some legislators and 
spectators found the 
measure amusing, and tit¬ 
ters could be heard during 
the discussion. Others 
found it serious, and said 
transsexuals have enough 

? roblems without having 
o display a birth certifi¬ 
cate with a sex that 
doesn’t match their 
appearance. 

Senator Ray Johnson 
(Rep - Chico) said it was 
hard for him "to keep a 
straight face." He won¬ 
dered if the bill wouldn’t 
open the door to sex 
change operations by 
homosexuals who wanted 
to circumvent California’s 
new ban on Gay mar¬ 
riages, or by men who 
wanted to avoid front-line 
duty during war. 

Senator Dennis Carpen¬ 
ter (Rep - Newport 
Beach), one of the Legis¬ 
latures most conservative 
members, argued on be¬ 
half of the proposal. He 
said the problems that 
drive persons to sex 
change operations are not 
unlike such physical dis¬ 
orders as a cleft palate. 

Carpenter said for 
transsexuals to show 
identification that did not 
match their appearance 
"is an embarrassment that 
I think is unfair to ask of 
them." 

Under the bill, the pro¬ 
cedure for obtaining a 
new birth certificate is 
the same as requesting a 
name change - a petition 
to the courts. A person 
would have to show proof 
of sex change surgery and 
pay a $5 fee.

English Lesson

The daily newspapers 
have recently been fea¬ 
turing the opinions of Leo 
Abse, the Member of 
Parliament who was the 
sponsor of the measure 
that legalized homosexu¬ 
ality in England. Abse, 
ten years after the legal¬ 
ization, is having some 
second thoughts which he 
has published in an English 
magazine, and his opinions 
are reported here, obvi¬ 
ously, because it is as¬ 
sumed that they have 
significance for San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

Abse is disappointed 
that English homosexuals 
haven't become integrated 
into society. He blames 
the homosexuals them¬ 
selves, of course, insisting 
that they have erected 
their own ghetto walls. 
But we need only to look 
carefully at what Abse 
says - and the language he 
uses - to find out where 
those ghetto walls came 
from. It was hoped, Abse 
says, that legalization 
"would reduce the inci¬ 
dence of such an unfor¬ 
tunate fate: prevention 
would supersede punish¬ 
ment." In short, homo¬ 
sexuality is a dreadful 
curse, and what he really 
wanted in 1967 wasn't the 
liberation of homosexuals 
at all, but their annihila¬ 
tion. 

Here is the crux of the 
problem: English homo¬ 

sexuals had believed that 
when the measure became 
law it would mean free¬ 
dom, while the people 
responsible for the pas¬ 
sage of the law had 
motives that were thor¬ 
oughly antihomosexual in 
intent. The purpose of 
the law was to get homo¬ 
sexuals out of public 
sight. (That, presumably, 
is Abse's definition of 
integration.) It was part 
of a package that was also 
aimed against prostitu¬ 
tion, ana it made the 
solicitation for sex acts 
illegal. The effect was 
that sex acts themselves 
were not against the law, 
but arranging for them 
was. Consequently, it 
wasn't just the traditional 
English reserve that 
created a situation where 
you could screw without 
saying hello. But this law 
was passed, remember, by 
supposedly sane men. 

Given these circum¬ 
stances, it isn't surprising 
that English homosexuals 
have gone on fighting for 
their freedom. Their pro¬ 
tests, of course, are 
viewed as ungratefulness 
(an unpardonable English 
sin), and so new attempts 
are made to put them in 
their place. This is why 
we are hearing from Abse 
now. 

According to Abse, 
homosexuals "are uncon¬ 
sciously protesting not 
against a real discrimina¬ 
tion but against their own 
sexual destiny" - an argu¬ 
ment that sounds all too 


familiar. What it tells us 
is that Abse not only had 
questionable motives 

when he sponsored the 
measure, but that he has 
learned nothing in the ten 
years since. Abse wants 
Homosexuals to change: it 
has obviously never oc¬ 
curred to him that there 
might be something tc 
change in his own views. 

The problem in England, 
as elsewhere, is a problem 
of ANTIhomosexuality. 
Anyone who has spent any 
time in England in recent 
years cannot escape the 
suffocating antihomosexu¬ 
al atmosphere that pre¬ 
vails. In the theater, it is 
considered essential to 
include at least one anti¬ 
homosexual line in every 
play. On the telly, there 
are thousands of disparag¬ 
ing remarks about nomo- 
sexuality, but they are 
never answered. More¬ 
over, it is almost impos¬ 
sible to spend an evening 
in front of the telly with¬ 
out seeing somebody in 
drag who is the butt of 
jokes. The English are 
very fond of drag, in any 
case: the Black Cap in 

Camdentown is jammed 
nightly with middle-class 
men and women of all 
ages who have come to 
watch the freaks. For the 
average Englishman the 
homosexual is epitomized 
by a man in women's 
clothing. 

But the most telling 
evidence is the use of the 
word "queer." It is still 
the most common term 
for homosexual, and it is 
used by all classes of 
people. A San Franciscan 
who hears it for the first 
time finds it shocking, but 
he soon comes to realize 
that it is appropriate - it 
accurately reflects the 
English view of the homo¬ 
sexual. Nothing in the 
public mind has been | 
changed by the legaliza¬ 
tion of homosexuality. 

The newspapers are 
right: there is something 
about the English situa¬ 
tion that can be instruc¬ 
tive for us. It is not, 
however, what the news- j 
paper writers think it is. 
The lesson to be learned 
from the English is that 
you can't change a situa- 1 
tion simply by passing a 
law. Something must also I 
change in the public atti¬ 
tude. Those ghetto walls f 
were erected, not b} 
homosexuals ? but by a 
hostile society. They 
haven't been torn down 
because society doesn't 
want them torn down. 
Society is still antihomo¬ 
sexual, and the homosexu¬ 
al will not be liberated 
until that fact is recog¬ 
nized and dealt with. It is 
not the homosexual who 
must change - it is soci¬ 
ety. 

Let us learn this lesson 
from the English. The

Ahhh, prejudiced, you 
say? You betcha! A had 
"La Mancha" becomes 
sentimental drivel instead 
of stirring drama and is 
almost intolerable to sit 
through. And as all faith¬ 
ful readers know, the per¬ 
forming conditions at 
GGA are not exactly the 
best. With a budget of

managed to mount a visu¬

J. Geoffrey Colton as 
the impossible dreamer 
Don Quixote gives a solid 
acting performance but 
lacks the necessary voice;
